A brief outline of the governor- general's 
.•*|ieQch came over the wires yesterday. 
The reference to British Cidumbia and 
the prediction of its brilliant future is 
duo to the personal observation of the 
Marquis of Lome during his stay here. 
Ilis excellency, wo know, left the pro- 
vince most favorably impressed with ita 
rich and varied natural resources, ita coiii- 
iiiercial position and ita energetic and 
iioapitublo people. The confederation 
from end to end is prospering under the 
fostering influence of the National Policy 
and ita bonds, bearing interest at 4 per 
cent., can be placed at par All this is 
very gratifying to British Columbians who 
each year are becoming more closely iden- 
tifiod with Dominioiial interests. 



An Bs-Mombor of Ooagross from 
■Washington Torritory. 

A correspondent of an Eastern paper 
after remarking that SeluciusGarfielde, for- 
merly member of Congress from Wash- 
ington Ten itory, now keeps a gambling 
lunise ill N\'abhington City, says of him: 
" Under the prcsidencj' of Mr. Lincoln 
ho was surveyor-general of Washington 
Territory, wliiuh was relinquished on his 
election as delegate to Ccngreas. He 
served two torms in- that cit}'; was ap- 
piiinted collector of custoins for I'liget 
Sound, but got into some trouble and loft 
the territory, going to Wasliington city 
and becoming a professional gambler. 
There is a good deal of the Kalloch about 
hini. He is a man of very decided abili- 
ties, cultivated literai-y tastes and remark- 
able oratorical talent. There are very 
few as good public 3[)eakors as he is, take 
the whole country throughout. Ho will 
hold an audience of rougli backwoodumon 
together for a nearly three hours' speech 
and then cause expressions of regret that 
he has ended. Colfax was once placed at 
!i marked disadvantage by the contrast 
between them as pul)lic speakers. On 
his visit, when 8[>eaker of house of repre- 
sentativea, to the Pacific coast, at Victo- 
ria, a grand dinner was given him by the 
colonial authorities. Colfax did his best 
ill his dinner table speech, but ho wa.s so 
far aurpasaed by tlie very brilliant talk of 
(JarUelde, who was alao a guoat, that it 
waa a topic of general comment at hia ex- 
pense. When he was in Congress he 
gave a series of lectures in the eastern 
oitioo on the Northern I'acific railroad, at 
the request of tiint coinpaii}', and to 
which thoy proved of great sorvico, in the 
information as to the rearnirces of the 
route and the scientific discussion of the 
climatic changes of which there had been 
much popular dread on account of tlio 
higli latitude through which it passed. 
But with all his talents which, properly 
manured, would have secured him fortune 
and fame, ho is wanting in moral -attri- 
liutes. Me ia a born ijambler, and can 
iiovcr rid himself of tho fascination which 
cards have for him. In Washington Ter- 
ritory he was known as the moat inveter- 
ate poker player and would make up a 
i;ame whenever and wherever he could 
find the material."

Oonlltioa of tiie Remains of a Uaa 
Foxmd, oathe ZUver Bank. 

The body of the man found in the Wil- 
lamette river at St. Johns last Tuesday 

was taken to the morgue the following 
afternoon. Soon after the inquest was 
held, the coroner's jury returned a ver- 
dict of accidental death. Tho deceased 
was identified aa Henry Hendricks. It 
aoems that while ho was at work on a 
scow which was being towed up the river 
aomo time during last November, tho 
scow collided witli a drift, and Hendricks 
got out and tried to clear it with a pike 
polo. In doing so he slipped and disap- 
peared in the water. He was not seen 
again until his body waa found as above 
stated.

How hard tho body and cloth- 
ing wore frozen can bo surmised when it 
is Btated that tho coroner was compelled 
to lir.-it let it thaw out before tho clothes 
could bo searched. The deceased waa a 
native of Sweden, aged about -10 and a 
lumberman by occupation.

Railway Works Partially 
^ Stopped|T A ^ "^Q 



ROAD PARTIES SUFFERING FOR WANT 
OF FOOD. 



Port Moody, Fob. 8, 1883. 

To TUK Editor: We are coinplotoly 
frozen in. It has been line clear weather 
for the last ten days, and clear water is 
about throe miles distant. The ice in 
front of the C. P. R. wharf measures sii 
inches thick; clear blue and solid, a train 
of cars could pass over it. 

The steamer Maudo, with supplies from 
Victoria, came up to the ico on Wednes- 
day, about one mile below the north road 
— or two and a half miles from hero: but 
had to take her fioiijht back and it may 
be months before we s!i:ill soo open water 
i^atn. There certainly has boon a mis- 
take made in terminating a great railroad 
here, when a few miles farther takes it to 
a better harbor and water that never 
freezes. 

I would respectfully call the attention 
of tlio Dominion agent to the fact that 
Port Moody is frozen over solid for two 
miles below tho wharf. A visit to tho 
Port now would satisfy any person that 
tliis is not tlio right place for a terminus. 
Should thii ships now dtio willi rails ar- 
rive within tho next month they cannot 
roach tho wharf by two milos or nmre. 

The works aro partially stopped and 
unless they haul their supplies with teams 
over the ice the work will soon close alto- 
gether. If this is the right place and 
some one has not made a mistake, then I 
am no Enoinkeu.

ANOTHER STEAMBOAT DISASTER 

The Gem Burned and Five 
Lives Lost. 



IPot-Intelligeucer.) 

.A.bout tell o'clock on Wednesday ove- 
iiiug last tho steamer Evangel arrived at 
Seattle with the news that the steamer 
Gem, when off Apple Tree Cove, had 
caught fire and was totally destroyed, live 
lives being lost by the calamity. 

This Btorn-wheol steamer left Seattle 
on Friday morning bound for Union City 
and intoruiediato porta with a cargo va- 
lued at §2500. She had also four paas- 
ongers on board, namely: F. 0. Violcory, 
wife and sister and F. G. BufTura, a tra- 
veliiii,' salesman for White, Goldsmith it 
Co. , of Portland, Oregon. 

At a ijiiartor to four o'clock, p.m., she 
was on Apple Tree Covo, steaming along 
at a good pace in the face of a stiff bree-zo, 
wliun all at once a cloud of smoke was 
seen issuing ftotu the hay, about ten feet 
aft the boiler. At once tho alarm of 

" FIRE ! FIRE I" 
Was given, and all hands rushed to as- 
sist in extinguishing tho tlamos, but fed 
by a strong breeze tho fire spread very 
rapidly, and tho captain ordered the boats 
lowcrod. Confusion reigned supremo, as 
the flames leaped higher and higher, and 
tho life boat was swamped in tho lower- 
ing so that it v,as utterly useless. Fin- 
ally tlio small boat was lowered, and two 
deck httiul.s and the t'.hina cook jumped 
into and capsized it, and two of theiii 
were drowned. 

As 30011 as Captain Williamson discov- 
ered hia boat on fire, he turned hor tow- 
ard tho shore, which was nearly three 
miles oil', and ordered all possible atoani, 
but befnro sho had gone a quarter of a 
mile, the tiller ropes burned oil', and sho 
Uecanio unmanageable and drifted about 
at will Nu hidp was nigh, audit aeenieil 
almost certain that all hands must perish. 

A.N' AFFKfTIN'U -SCENE. 

.Vmoiig the passengers wore F. C. Viok 
ery and wife, a young married couple on 
their way to Skohomiali, whore Mr. Yick- 
ory had been appointed industrial teacher 
to succeed A. T. BurnoU. IMr. Vickery 
was also accompanied by his sister. Wish- 
ing to save his own life and that of hia 
wife frnni tho terrible fiames that wore 
hissing and cracking huneath and around 
them, lie jumped into the Sound, and 
looking up at his wife said in a tender 
voice, " (jome, Joey, I'llsavoyou." Hav- 
ing all conftdt'tice in her husband, she 
jiiinpod overboard but fainted as she 
struck the water. The young husband 
swain to hor, and they sank amid the 
waves in each other's embrace. 

By this time the house had fallen in, 
and things wore getting terribly hot on 
board. Captain Williamson throw the 
anchor overboard so as to swing her hoail 
to the wind, as all on board had crowded 
on the bow. 

Miss Fanny \'ickery, a yoiinc lady 
about 15 or 1(1 years old, attempted many 
times lo juini) overb;iaid, aa hor brother 
and si-'tor in-law had donn, but was pro- 
vonteil by tho captain and Mr. Buffuni. 

After an hour of terrible suffering from 
heat and fear, two small boats manned by 
loggers came to the rescue of those who 
Htoi'd Mil the bow of tho steamer, shield- 
ing tliuiij.si lves from tho fire by chunks of 
wood or anything ihey could get to place 
between themselves and the flames. Their 
fears wore increased by the expectation 
that the boiler would explode but fortu- 
nately it did not . 

.SoMii tho steamer Addie cninu along 
and i.'ok the survivois on board, and 
starleil to tow the binning wreck. About 
this time tho 

EVANllEl. 

Came and the waves from her washed 
over the (iem, and all that remained of 
the iU fatod steamer sank forever from 
mortal view. Tho survivors were placed 
on board the Evangel, and arrived here 
at 10 o'clock last night.

The burned steamer was val- 
ued at about g60"0. 

A 8TRAS0E COINCIDENCE. 

The Gem and tho .fosophino were both 
built the same yoar, in adjoining yards in 
North Seattle, and launched within a 
week or so of each other. Tlioy both 
passed from other than their builder's 
hands, and wero lost within a few weeks 
of eacli other, and tho disaster occurred 
within a few miles of the same place, and 
a iiuniber of lives were lost at the do- 
structiiin of both boats. 

F. (1. linirum, the commercial traveler, 
lost all of his .s.amidoH, valued at §fi00 and 
also had hi.s liantis badly burned in his 
endeavors lo save himself and his fellow 
passengers. 

V. L, Plaskett saved himself by throw- 
ing a gang plank overboard, and jumping 
on it. 

It is supposed the fire caught by a spark 
from tho smoke-stack alighting in the 
hay. 

F. C. Viokeiy, who in company with his 
wife perished during tho burning of the 
steamer (Jem, Tuesday evening, was a 
man alxmt 30 years of age. .Vboiit eight 
months ago he married .a daughter of 
.Jose])li .Sedtrcli^y, president of the Sedge- 
ley Tanning Company of San Francisco. 
Ho had lieon recently appointed Indus- 
trial Teacher oil ■ the Skok-omish Indian 
Reservation, whither he was bound at 
tho time of his terrible death by drown- 
ing. Ho was a steady young man and an 
Odd Fellow in good standing. The mem- 
bers of the Order have taken charge of 
the sislor, who is 16 years of ago, and 
will care for hor till sent for by hor 
friends. It is stated that Mr. Vickory 
has an uncle who is a member of the Can- 
adian Parliament .

It is supplied to 
customers in town and is highly spoken 
of. As aouu as the necessary rails arrive 
from England this mine will be cunnoct- 
ed with the railway to tho Chase river 
mine and then this coal will be sold for 
erport. 

A small cngino has been placed at the 
big shaft, —No. 1, of the V. C. Co., on 
tho Esplanade, and tho work of taking 
out water has commenced. The adjoin- 
ing amaller shaft or No. 2, is now down 
about 200 feet and the work of sinking 
goes steadily on. It is expected that 
keeping tho (vater out of tho No. 1 alir.ft 
will matorially lesson tho water in tho 
Chase Rivor Mine, and thus enable tho 
output of that mine to bo materially in- 
creased. 

Es-Mayor Pawaon has received tho ap- 
pointment from the Dominion Govern- 
ment of superintendent of the work on 
the Dominion public building about to bo 
erected on Front streoi in this city. Mr. 
Pawson is in every way qualified for tho 
important position, being a practical 
builder, und having had considorablo ex- 
perience in the erection of large edifices. 

The many friends ot Capt. Bauman 
will be [jained to leurii that there is no 
improvement in his condition. His med- 
ical attendants have advised him to aeek 
tho warmer climate of lower California. 

As tho drift proceeds at the East Wel- 
lingt.on Colliery it shows a marked im- 
provement in the seam aud quality of tho 
coal. The grading and haying of tho rails 
is being pushed forward as rapidly as tho 
weather will perman.

terest of a rival steamship company. The 
charge is almost tou horrible to be eiiter- 
tainod. It is possiblo that some wrotch 
tompored with the compasses, which may 
account for Capt. Korts running so near 
shore. The Dakota and Elder are usually 
from fifty to sovonty-Gvo inilos off shore 
at the point where the T.acoma atrandod; 
then again, (says the Port Townaend Ar- 
gus,) the latter is an iron vessel, subject 
to powerful magnetic attraction toward 
the shore, and the direotiun of the ocean 
current along the coast is such that the 
only safe course for large vessels is one 
which L'lkcs them far out at sea. Capt. 
Korta surely was not ignorant of these 
facts — but still, as said before, it is not 
best to judge hastily. It is hoped that 
some reasonable aolution of tho matter 
may bo developed; otherwise, the guilty 
party should be punished as he deserves.
